It Was also due to Gen. Joubert that the 
South African Republics succeeded in 
amassing the immense stores of war mu- 
nitions and provisions which have 
them in such good stead during the con- 
flict now in progress. 

Joubert on all occasions showed regard 
for the usages of civilization. When the 
Boers raided British territory, Bechuna- 
land, in 1884, Jowbert was probably the 
only prominent Boer who refused to sup- 
port the movement, and his opposition re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of the Boers from 
the territory seized, as he threatened to 
resign unless he had his way, saying: 

“I positively refuse to hold office under 
a government that deliberately breaks its 
covenants, and we have made covenants 
with Bngland.”’

The necessity of experimenting, and the 
impracticabliity of using the experience of 
other cities in canstructing a filter plant 
for St. Louls. are argued by the friends of 
this measure on the ground that the ar- 
acter of the water and the climatic condl- 
tions are so different from the conditions 
at other cities that it would not be wise to 
build a permanent plant here without spe- 
cial experiments.

ST, LOUIS BEER MUST BE PURE 


Inspector Kenamore Issues a Request 
That Arrests Be Made Where 
Law Is Violated. 


G. R. Kenamore, State Beer Inspector, 
has requested the Prosecuting Attorneys to 
prosecute all violaters of the beer inspec- 
tion law, which was passed’ by the last 
Legislature and sustained by a recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. 

After calling attention to the rulings of 


the court, he says, in his letter to the 
Prosecuting Attorneys: 

“There is no legal.reason why the pro- 
visions of this law should not be obeyed, 
or why violaters of the law should not be 
prosecuted, and I shall make vigorous pros- 
ecution against all offenders. 

‘I therefore respectfully request you as 
Prosecuting Attorney to enforce the beer 
inspection law, by having each and every 
brewer arrested and prosecuted and each 
wholesale and retail malt liquor dealer in 
your county or city as often as they may 
sell beer drawn or taken from a package 
to which the stamp and label of the State 
of Missouri is not attached.”

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JUDGE WITHROW TO DECIDE. 


Ry@n Holds That Prosecution Cannot 
Introduce Depositions in Proceed- 
ings for Contempt. 


William F. Ryan has raised a novel point 
in abatement of a proceeding for contempt 
against him in Judge Withrow’s court. He 
questions the admissibility of depositions 
in behalf of the prosecution. He takes the 
position that, as the action for contempt is 
of a criminal character, the case against 
him cannot be made by depositions and 
must be made by witnesses upon whose tes- 
timony a judgment against him is sought. 

A prominent lawyer, who is interested in 
the case, said Wednesday, that, since this 
issue had been raised, he had searched 
through 200 volumes of American and Eng- 
lish decisions and had not found anything 
bearing on the subject. He thinks, there- 
fore, that it is entirely new 

The attorneys for the defendant base their 
motion to exclude the depositions for the 
prosecution on the phraseology of the Mis- 
souri statute which gays any person whvu 
shall refuse to obey an order of a court 
of competent jurisdiction shall be punished 
“as for criminal contempt.’’ It is claimed 
that this wording of the law clearly makes 
the proceedings against Ryan of a criminal] 
character. 

The policy of the common law, of which 
the American statutory law is merely dec- 
larative, is in face every person charged 
with a crime with the witnesses against 


im. 

The theory is that testimony is less li- 
able to be false when it is given in the 
presence of the accused, as witnesses are 
moved by the pangs of conscience to speak 
truly under his observation when they 
might swear falsely if out of his sight. For 
this reason, depositions are not admissible 
to prove a prisoner guilty of a crime, and 
only testimony before the person charged 
is received. 

Ryan is accused of violating an order of 
Judge Withrow’s court, made last summer, 
restraining him from prosecutiong a suit 
under a contract with Mrs. Alamedia E. 
Barrington. 

It is alleged against him now that, since 
that order was entered, he has taken steps 
to continue a suit founded on this agree- 
ment in New Jersey. Upon learning that 
he was disobeving his order, Judge With- 
row cited him to show cause why he should 
not be punished for contempt. 

The evidence in support of the citation 
consisted of depositions by clerk officials 
of Newark, N. J., to the effect that Ryan 
had really taken the objectionable pro- 
ceedings complained if. 

The defendant’s attorneys promptly filed 
a motion to suppress the depositions. Judge 
Withrow now has this motion under ad- 
visement and will render his decision as 
soon as he can ascertain the position of 
the various State Supreme Courts on the 
question invoived.
